THE FARMERS AND 
THE GRAIN: RING 


The Duty of the Hour - 


In previous articles we have fully 
exposed the true inwardness of the 
Proposed sample market for grain and 
the selfish motives of the ipeg 
Grain Ring who are seeking to force 
the grain growers of the Western Pro- 
vinces to accept it, The grain men 
of Winnipeg are not to bé trusted. In 
the past they have always sought to 
secure unfair advantages at the ex- 
Dense of the farmers, and when they 
propose to remove at one blow, all the 
legal restrictions that now check their 
rapacity by tho establishment of a 
sample market, they must be resisted 
with untiring determination and vigor. 
The peoplo of the western provinces 
cannot affcrd to sacrifice the advant- 
ages they have gained over this ring 
of sharks after years of determined 
conflict. The farmers should re- 
member that when the sample market 
is established, al’ grain passes into the 
hands of the Winnipeg grain ring the 
‘noment it 1s shipped, to be sold by 
the grain combine for any price they 
choose to pay. The people of the 
West will neve: submit to such an 
injustice, 

We wish to again to emphasise the 
fact that the farmers of the West 
have never asked for a sample mark- 
ot and wil) not have it at any price. 
The present system of grading and 
shipp:ng grain gives general satisfac- 
tion to the producers of the West, and 
is also satisfactery to the buyers in 
Great Britain, Fiance, Germany and 
other European countries as well as 
the United States and home buyers. 
The foreign buyer can now buy on 
erade, sending his orders from his 
home office, and can be sure of getting 
just what he his ordered. On the 
contrary, if he orders from a sample 
market, he must either send an agent 
across the Atlanlic at great expense 
(which is paid by the western farm- 


er) or he mus’ trust the Winnipeg 
giain sharks who will charge him a 
ecod fat commission for buying for 
him on the sample market (which com-

It would 
be folly not to foster the German mark- 
et for wheat, particularly in view of 


.he great crop that will be harvested 
this fall. 


We wish again to emphasize the 
necessity of quick transit from the 
faimers market to the lake ports. The 
ra'lway companies are making every 
endeavor to be ready to handle the 
immense crop’that will be harvested 
next fall Last April the C.P.R. or- 
dered for immediate delivery two 
hundred and fifty locomotives of the 
largest type and twelve thousand for- 
ty-ton freight cars in addition to the 
engines and cars being built at the 
shops in Montreai. The Grand Trunk 
Pacific and the Canadian Northern 


Railways have also ordered hundreds 
of locomotives and thousands of 
freight care. But all these additions 
will scarcely suffice to move the crop 
ou time, particularly when we con- 
sider that after the close of naviga- 
lion on the Lakes there will only be 
a Bingle line of railway from Fort Wil- 
vam to Mcntreai to convey the grain 
l«ft at the heac of the lakes and in 


country elevato's. In the face of 
these facts the grain sharks in 
Winnipeg «nd the Big Interests at 
their back, with monumental impu- 


dence and selfishness want to hold 
up for twerty-four hours’ in Winnipeg 
every car load of wheat grown in the 
western provinces, thus putting hun- 
“reds of cars dally out of commission. 

The marketing of grain and all kin- 
Cred mat.ers arc wholly within the 
province of the farmers, and no steps 
shculd be taken In such matters with- 
out consulting them. They are the 


best judges of what is to their in- 
terests, and they universally resent 
the attempt of the selfish grain deal- 
ers to saddle them with a system that 
would take from them the safeguards 
which they now possess.

The Size of Babies, 

Many a mother is Interested to know 
the size of the average infant and to 
compare her own with what is consid- 
\ered as a standard, The following 
measurements are given by Dr. Holt 
land may be accepted as average, says 
the Woman's World. 

At birth—Height, 2014 inches; chest, 
18% inches; head, 14 inches. 

One year—Height, 20 inches; chest, 
18 inches; head, 18 inches, 

Three years—Height, 85 inches; chest, 
20 inches; head, 19% inches, 
| The matter of the weight is one 
; which should be watched more care- 
fully. The gain in fiesh is a good In- 
ication as to whether or not the child 
is thriving and often determines the 
amount and character of Its nourtsh- 
ment. During the fifth month a baby’s 
| weight is supposed to be doubled; at 
the end of a year It should be tripled. 

Yor the first six months there should 
be a weekly weighing; at the end of 
the first week there will probably be 
a slight loss, which should be regained 
during the second week. After this 
there should be a weekly gain of from 

four to six ounces until the child is 
six months of age. This rate will be 
reduced during the next six months, 
when the Increase in weight will be 
from two to four ounces each week. 
| After the first year an annual gain of 
four or five pounds Is all that can be 
expected until the child is nine or ten 
years of age. 

Special empbasis must be Iaid npon 
the advisability of welghing the baby 
regularly during the first year, when 
a change of food is made. 


Selecting the Infant’s Shoes. 

| For the first few months of Its life 
| baby does not need shoes unless there 
is a tendency to have cold feet. In 
such a case warm knitted booties 
shéuld be worn. These are the only 
shoes that should be worn untill the 
, baby is old enongh to stand on Its 
feet. If other shoes are worn before 
this time they are liable to cramp 
the feet and cause them to grow out 
of sbape. There Is no use tn burden- 
ing a baby with unnecessary clothing. 

As soon as a baby begins to stand on 
its feet it should have soft kid shoes 


with thin soles and no heels. These |

It should fit at the bee! and around the 
ankle; otherwise the fuot may turn in 
the shoe and a sprain result’ It Is 
not uncommon for bables to suffer 
with sprained ankles as a result of 
wearing shoes that do not fit their feet. 
Laced shoes are better than buttoned 
ones, as they can be adjusted to the 
feet better.

thicker soles. There should be no 
heels on the shoes until the baby ts 
about three years old; then It should 
wer “spring heels” uutil it is seven 
or elght years of uge.

tures from 160 to 185 degrees. l-euve 
it covered at that temperature for 
twenty minutes. It will coul very little 
ff just lifted out of the water. ‘Then 
rapidly cool to 60 degrees or below. 

. To sterilize cream or milk beat it to 
212 degrees, the boiling point. ‘This tem- 
perature is supposed to make It germ 
free. Sterilized milk is not so digestible 
as raw milk or pasteurized milk. 

If a reputation for good butter is to 
be established and maintained it ts 
the farmer who has to do it. 

Have the cream sweet and delicate 
in favor. Avold feeds that wil! taint 
the milk. 
rape. Do not imagine turnips can be 
eaten by the cows, even after milking, 
and not affect the quality of the butter. 
Turnips have their place, but it is not 
on the menu of a milking cow.

noillking. 

Put up ice and study the problem 
of keeping the cream cold The tem- 
perature nust be kept low, 60 degrees 
or under, {pn summer and the cream 
quickly cooled after sepurating, tp 
winter as well as in summer. Each 
skimming of cream should be cooled 
before mixing with that already cooled. 
If water is scarce fur cooling purposes 
the cream may be put tp shallow pans 
and set in a cool, clean cellar ou a 
stone or cement floor, The stone and 
cement are good conductors of heat 
and soon reduce the temperature by 
drawing the beat from tbe cream. 

It is best to have the cream delivered 
at the creamery every day ip summer, 
or at least three times a week, and not 
less than twice weekly In winter. 

The farmer's alm should be to send 
cream testing from 80 to 35 per cent 
fat. 

When cream is taken to a creamery 
there is usually quite a little talk about 
the “overrun,” and frequently the term 
is not undefetood. 

The overrun consists of the pounds 
of butter made over the pounds of fat 
ip the milk or cream. This difference 
between the fat and the butter is made 
up of water, salt and casein or curd 
and varies under different conditions, 

The average overrun is about 15 per 
cent, but many creameries do better 
than that
